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During  the  four  years  of  its  existence,  KPFA  has  been  continuously  in  the  position  of 
"poor  relation,"  a  position  it  has  shared  with  FM  stations  throughout  the  country. 
Immediately  following  the  War  there  was  a  great  fanfare  about  the  glorious  future  of 
FM  broadcasting,  then,  almost  overnight,  television  was  unveiled  and  FM  radio  was 
pushed  to  the  wall.  Relatively  few  FM  stations  showed  imagination  in  their  use  of  the 
new  medium;  in  many  cases  they  simply  duplicated  the  programs  of  AM  stations.  Radio 
manufacturers  and  dealers,  in  their  enthusiasm  for  the  multi-million-dollar  television 
market,  let  FM  gather  dust  on  the  back  shelves. 

As  KPFA's  many  subscribers  know,  one  of  the  station's  problems  has  been  that  of  get- 
ting good  FM  equipment  into  the  hands  of  potential  new  subscribers  and  listeners.  Each 
week  our  mail  brings  us  requests  for  information  or  help  in  the  purchasing  of  FM  radios 
or  tuners.  To  this  moment  we  have  never  been  able  fully  to  service  this  demand.  Quite 
recently,  however,  with  KPFA's  growth  and  reputation  providing  the  chief  impetus  to 
FM  listening  in  the  Northern  California  area,  and  with  the  growing  interest  in  high- 
fidelity  listening  and  equipment,  radio  dealers  are  showing  renewed  concern  about  FM 
radio.  Beginning  July  13th  and  running  for  two  weeks  through  July  25th,  two  of  the 
major  merchandisers  of  the  Bay  Area,  W.  &  J.  Sloane  in  San  Francisco  and  H.  C.  Capwell 
in  Oakland,  are  joining  with  Zenith  Radio  in  a  special  promotion  of  Zenith  FM-AM 
radios.  KPFA  benefits  from  their  promotion  program  in  two  ways.  They  are  making 
available  to  all  purchasers  of  AM-FM  sets  a  year's  subscription  to  KPFA  at  no  extra 
charge,  and  KPFA  will  share  in  their  display  and  newspaper  advertising.  During  this 
time,  then,  your  friends  who  need  FM  radios  in  order  to  become  KPFA  listener- 
subscribers  can  accomplish  their  double  purpose  at  one  stroke.  It  is  our  hope  that  you 
will  pass  this  information  to  them  and  help  make  this  KPFA  and  FM  promotion  fully 
successful.  In  this  way  we  can  finally  break  through  the  sound  barrier  on  FM  which  has 
characterized  the  radio  market  in  Northern  California  for  several  vears.

We  now  have  a  recording  of  this  performance,  which  was  first  presented 
over  WFMT  in  Chicago,  and  it  is  scheduled  for  KPFA  broadcast  on  Friday,  July  24,  at  9:05  p.m. 

A  HAPHAZARD  SORT  OF  THING:  One  of  KPFA's  listener-sponsors  in  San  Francisco 
recently  sounded  off  for  two  single-spaced  typewritten  pages  about  sundry  outrageous  noises  he 
allegedly  heard  on  the  commentator  series,  and  he  ended  up  with  the  question  as  to  whether 
KPFA  commentators  were  chosen  according  to  a  "master  plan,"  or  was  it  "a  haphazard  sort  of 
thing."  We  hereby  announce  what  many  have  been  suspecting,  that  our  public  affairs  program- 
ing is  innocent  of  plot,  plan  or  premeditation.  We  confess  that  it  is  indeed  a  haphazard  sort  of 
thing,  like  a  forest's  growth,  like  the  direction  of  a  riverbed.  To  strain  the  analogy,  it  is  as 
haphazard  as  the  development  of  American  capitalism  or  the  British  constitution.  We  have  a 
faith  in  the  vitality  of  the  haphazard. 

The  vitality  of  KPFA's  public  affairs  programing  comes,  in  large  measure,  from  our  listener- 
sponsors,  many  of  whom  give  indication  of  knowing  what  they  are  talking  about.  It  is  our  hope 
that  this  haphazardry  of  activity,  interest,  and  enjoyment  finds  continuing  expression  in  our 
public  affairs  programing.  Specifically,  we'd  like  some  topic  ideas  for  the  architecture  series 
and  the  lawin-motion  series.  We'd  like  some  suggestions  on  avocations  which  haven't  had  their 
day  on  the  air,  and  we'd  like  some  frustrated  cracker-barrel  philosophers  as  candidates  for  the 
commentator  series.  We'd  like  to  be  kept  informed  about  visiting  firemen  who  may  be  inter- 
viewed on  peanut  production  in  Georgia  or  French  colonials  in  Madagascar.  And  we'll  be  glad 
to  hear  from  listeners,  by  letter  or  by  phone,  at  any  haphazard  hour  of  the  day  or  evening.
